- notably Cheshire, Staffordshire and 
Devon - allow “adding on" to the 
number of years teachers have served 
to prevent them from losing out on 
.pension rights. Devon, also, allows 
teachers to volunteer for early retire- 
ment at 50. 

Mr Doug McAvoy, deputy general 
secretary of the National Union of 
Teachers and secretary of the teachers' 
panel on CLEA-st, said; In a number 
pf areas where they have schemes, the 
scheme Is very limited.: It is very much 
at the initiative of the local authority”. .

The continued existence of two 
separate and independent systems of 
examining at 16-plus as represented in 
the CSE and UCE, the established 
presence of A level and the growing 
dimension of CEE and AO combined 
to reduce the major activity for several 
weeks to the organization, supervision 
and general administration of ex- 
aminations. One relief that many 
fetiche rs thought might have arrived by 
now was the much-discussed proposal 
aF the seventies - a common examina- 
tional 16-plus for those categories of 
pupils for whom GCEO level and CSE 
hnd been separately designed.

Special unit for the gifted to close help is

A unique experiment in curriculum 
development For gifted and very able 
children is due to be strangled in 
infancy by the new Labour majority on 
Nottinghamshire County Council. 

It was part of the Labour local 
election manifesto that the Curriculum 
Development Unit for very able chil- 
dren, based in George Spencer Com- 
prehensive, Staple ford, and working 
with five coinprehensives in the Brox- 
towe district to the west of Notting- 
ham. should be shut down. 

The unit costs more than 000,000 a 
year to run. ll was set up by the Tory 
council in April 1979, at a capital cosi 
of about £100.000. At that time. Not- 
tinghamshire Tories were severely cut- 
ting back many educational facilities. 

All but two of the county’s half 
dozen teachers’ centres were being 
closed, as were adult education out- 
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posts. Nursery assistants in primaiy 
and nursery schools ware being laid off 
(triggering the case of Mrs Eileen

Crdsbie). Large secondary schools 
were losing one of their two full-time 
librarians, and other andllaries. 

The Labour minority opposed the 
new unit for able children from the 
start. In particular, they pointed out 
that it would benefit schools that were 
already favoured with mainly well-off 
middle-class catchment areas. 

Heads who The TES talked to were 
not prepared to comment this week on 
the work of the unit. But on paper, the 
schools certainly benefit considerably. 
Each school has an extra Scale One 
teacher, and lias kept its second libra- 
rian, thanks to the project. 

The unit employs 10 full-time 
feactieK, and five part-timers, ail on 
Scale Three salaries, covering maths, 
English, the three sciences, modern 
“ hy, and design lec-

i instance there have been drama and 
11 “Action English” groups, a group 
building a nature trail in school 
[ grounds, a group working on electron

. courses for children. The special ses- 
-. sions both help to show what children 
arc capable of. given special provision, 
and to develop resources and teaching 
methods for normal school work with 
able children, or children with special 
talents. 

Teaching materials have been pro- 
duced, often with (he help of teachers, 
to the schools -ranging from individual 
exercises to packs of materials for 
group work. One such pack, on myths, 
has already been used in a school as a 
base for work with a whole mixed 
ability group. 

The unit’s staff started in the chil- 
dren’s primary schools, asking teachers 
which children would benefit from an 
enriched curriculum. Children are 
not assessed on crude intelligence test 
measures - though tests may be used. 

In the secondaries, identification of 
special abilities continues. Teachers 
are asked to watch for particular skills- ! 
for example, in science, good observa- ' 
tion, the ability to design experiments, « 
or identify patterns. One spin-off of the 
unit s work is that teachers are helped ; 
both to identify talents, and to gear ■ 
their teaching to the development of 
important skills. 

Mr Fred Riddell, the new chair- 
man of the Nottinghamshire educa- 
tion committee, says that there is 
no doubt at all that the unit will be 
closed, on “educational, social and

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A new strain of "super-louse" could be 
breeding in the nation's classrooms. 

A sharp rise in the number of head 
lice infestations has caused a flurry of 
alarm among entomologists that the 
super louse is resistant to the latest 
treatment. But cuts in research spend- 
ing have ruled out tests to find out if the 
increase is just a freak fluctuation.

Mr John Maunder, lecturer in en- 
tomology at the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, and a 
leading expert on lice, said this could 
be the first sign of a new resistance 
developing. 

“I have absolutely no proof because 
what we need is an experiment to test 
this. The increase may be a hiccup, a 
change in the way figures are collected, 
or that more people are literally put- 
ting their heads together."

private hostels.

The union urges members to pur- 
sue test cases through to appeal and 
promises full backing to cases which go 
to the High Court. “Obviously we 
would rather students had a decent 
grant", NUS President Mr David 
Aaronovitch said, “but as they haven’t 


I we will do our best to ensure they cun 
receive every benefit which they are 
entitled to.” 

Although the interpretation of 

hostel-dwellers" is left to individual 
local authorities to decide , the Govern- 
ment clearly did not intend the new Act 
to cover students in halls of residence. 
.The Department of the Environment 
has been advising councils who have 
Mked for guidance, such as Sheffield, 
that few students are eligible for allo- 
wances. 

The Act itself does not appeur to rule 
out students in hall of residence 
however. It simply defines hostel 
accommodation as “accommodation in 
a building in which there is provided 
for persons generally or for a class or 
classes of persons residential accom- 
modation otherwise than in separate 
and self-contained sets of premises." 

The London Borough of Greenwich 
is the only authority so far to have 
taken the step of telling students about 
the new allowances. Notices hnve gone 
up onthe boards of Avery Hill CofSege 
and Thames Polytechnic but no claims 
from students have been processed yet.

The Government will find the money 
to expand the Youth Opportunities 
Programme to keep pace with ihe big 
increase In under-18 unemployment 
expected this summer, says Lord Gow- 
ne, Minister of State at the Depart- 
ment of Employment. 

His promise comes as Manpower 
Services Commission officials are 
warning that one in three of this 
summer's leavers- up to 250,000- may 
join the young jobless. 

But despite 'the promise, made fn a 
television interview at the weekend, 
the officials were still saying this week 
that they do not yet know whether the 
Government will provide them with all 
the money they would need to cope

An analytical model that is based on 
the same developmental criteria as the 
teaching input blueprint and oper- 
ational assumptions is, at the very 
least, vulnerable to effecting confirma- 
tion merely' of what is being taught, 
now it is being taught, and recording 
the consequences of that teaching. It is 
not necessarily eliciting language de- 
velopment data and criteria. 

This flaw in the research's methodol- 
ogy leading to a strong possibility of 
circular or tautologous confirmation of 
itself, must be faced.

Ypt Derbyshire produced figures 
showing that from 200 pupils in- 
wards there was no significant escala- 
tion of unit costs till numbers fell to 
around 30.

All our futures 


■ That usually reliable source, the stalwart 
Guinness Book'of Records, says it all. In 
1951 there were 140 centenarians in the United 
Kingdom, and now there are just on 3,000, with 
Her Majesty providing the Post Office with an 
unlooked-for bonanza with all those congratula- 
tory cables. 

Some ten million - a fifth of the population - 
are over 60, with an increasingly high proportion 
of expansion in the over-75 age range. Then there 
is early retirement, either in the cause of 
improved working conditions or as a result of 
structural under employment. 

'niere is also an increasing amount of "black 
retirement" (to adapt from the coinage "black 
economy), that is, people in their middle-50s 
made redundant and who, despite their hopes 
and efforts, would not be employed again. Finally 
there are pine million non-working women, many 
of them in the 50-60 age category. One might 
hazard an estimate of 12 million over-55s who 
are not employed. 

These are the older people; and one point can 
categorically be made about them. They are not 
only the worst formally educated cohort in our 
population, they are juft- about the wpqt - 
schooled elderly of all advanced western coun- 
tries. In the days of their childhood, compulsory 
schooling was longer in Scandinavia, France, 
Germany, USA, Canada. Australia and New 
Zealand. 

Ironically enough, in the days of their adult- 
hood it was their taxes and rates which furnished 
the huge expansion of expenditure on British 
education. Only 5 percent of retired men (less for 
women) have a degree or its equivalent, com- 
pared with 15 per cent in the 25-34 age group, 
and 80 per cent of those over.. 65 'have no 
qualifications whatsoever, The vast majority of 
this clientele left school at’14, or even earlier, and

entered largely manual occupations. I 

Is this important? Should we concern ourselves 
with formal education qualifications? What 
about, one yet again hears the gargled cry, 
"the university of life"? What indeed? The 
uni verity of life has apparently taught older 
people to give education a wide berth. Two 
aspects of this particular piece of popular scholar- 
ship thwart the frustrated educator eager to offer 
his wares to the elderly. 

On the one hand, there is the commonly held 
view that growing older makes learning more 
difficult. On the other hand, older people, well 
indoctrinated by this Stage, perceive education as 
being for earlier age groups. In an English study 
of 1970, two-thirds of over-6Ss regarded educa-. 
Hon as an activity for the young and maybe the 
middle-aged. 

It is difficult to blame them. The notion that 1 
education is "apprentice bound" (that Is. the 
short-term preparation of children for adult life) 
is difficult to shake, and the alternative envision- 
ing of education as life-long is difficult to urge. In 
Vincent tioughon’s and Ken Richardson’s book 
Recurrent Education, it was rightly claimed that 
“because experience is life-long, access to educa- 
tional knowledge must be also". • 

Such brave words arc seldom heeded. Only I 
or 2 per cent of those retiring and those retired 
seem to be involved In learning activities. Surveys 
show that - in income, status and attainment - 
many of the derisorily few students thus involved’ 
are already pre-disposed towards education. The 
majority remain io be wooed . 

In his masterly The Education of the Elderly In 1 
Britain, Peter Laslett offers a five-fold definition 
of that right: namely, the rights to a fair share of 
the budget; the life-long provision of access to all 
Institutions; to forms of national distance teach- 
ing; and the "recognition of their cultural and 
intellectual importance". 

Unluckily, the Beauty of Academe rarely out- 
wits the Beast of Expediency in the harsh world 
of social policy. Educational history suggests that 
changes come not because they are desirable, but 
because they are unavoidable. Nevertheless, we 
should be rip. less vigilant in shaping unavoidable 
changes in a beneficial fashion. It is likely - at 
least ft Is mofp . likely than a wholesale, heart- 
softening of politicians arid- other dep is Ion- 
makers - that the education’ of the elderly will 
become a major issue when, the absence of It 
becomes something of a sodal nuisance^ 

Now, like it or not, the “custodial" has always : 
been a chief factqr in the development of our 
education system. Pundiis might argue about 
whether we have a highly expensive education 
system, because we have a. highly developed 
economic system, or yvHether our ; technically 
advanced economy permits us the luxury of. a 


costly education service. 

What is certnin is the civic justification of the 
education system. Pul simply, an economic sys- 
tem that withdraws adults from their' domestic 
bases into offices, factories and other places 
could not be maintained unless their children 
were supervised much of the lime. The plea for 
nursery classes to liberate mothers for working 
purposes is a fringe example. 

Over the last 150 years the relationship bet- 
ween educational expansion and the needs of the 
labour market has been very close. The Newcas- 
tle Commission of 186 1 . although maybe making 
a mess of a few of its sums, did draw attention to 
an unpalatable fact that led directly to the IH7Q 
Education Act and its successors; in many large 
towns and cities the impasse had been readied 
where youths had neither schools to attend nor 
work to do. It is acondition not entirely unknown 
to-day. except that today the phenomenon is also 
growing, for ihc first time insiz'eable terms, at the 
other end of the age scale.

It is the civic and social- hazards of these 
circumstances which are most telling. Millions 
with more or less nothing to do might create a 
social risk. One must not melodramntize. One 
does not visualize gangs of marauding pensioners 
roaming the streets mugging defenceless teena- 
gers. The risk is there, nevertheless, and it is 
widespread risk. 

It is fairly well understood that morbidity is. in 
part, a function of physical and mental lethargy 
and that, conversely, activity in Its place is likely 
I ’to delay deterioration. The hazard in broad terms 
is the incapacity or the community to offer 
succour to tliesc many thousands. The answer 
must come not jusiin the con linuancc of negative 
remedies - monetary subventions, health and 
welfare safety nets - but in positive and construc- 
tive steps to provide opportunities for education, 
leisure; recreation and other activities. 

. • , If a- jnassive programme for education Tor the 
’elderly is to be assumed, then it should include 
something old and something new, and it is 
interesting how. -in. both cases, Beauty and the 
Beast are reconciled. First, non-formal coopera- 
tive learning networks need to be developed, 
with people acting as both teachers and learners 
as appropriate; it will be the dozens rind scores of 
these at street arid community centre level who 
will matter. . f |

Both are “beastly"; because they hre the least 
expensive Way of guaranteeing as general a.

A report otf Education and Retirement in 1 960 
said that "meals on wheels needs its educational - 
equivalent".

certainly want to ask David more about it. His 
brother’s recently acquired independence, and 
t ne fact that he “has done what he wants and what 
he does best", provides a justifiable climax to 
□avid s reasons for admiring his brother. It also 
reveals the younger brothers ability to analyse in 
a simple and direct way what the reasons for his 
admiration are. 

Certainly the piece is short and there is loom 
for expansion - but Isn’t the teacher-reader's job 
to invite and to encourage that? “Difficult to 
mark, 4/20" offers no such invitation. 

Most seriously, the teacher has ignored the 
genuine feelings of admiration for his brother 
that David is expressing here. The “message" 
that David as a writer will receive from the 
teacher’s response can only be that he has failed 
nr a writer to communicate his thoughts or his 
feelings - that he is “no good at writing”. 

The other message, that the teacher, as a 
reader, has failed to respond adequately, either 
to his already substantia] linguistic achievement, 
or to his quite detailed picture of his brother, will • 
not be evident to David at all. 

Teachers, good or bad, are powerful figures in 
the lives of their pupils. If they choose to respond 
only to the negative aspects of their pupils* work, 
then the message for each of those pupils will be 
incontrovertibly negative. They will almost cer- 
tainly arrive at a view of their capacities as writers

which is totally coloured by what the teacher 
chooses to see. This view is expressed time after 
time in the mark/grade and comment that she or 
he puts in red pen on their efforts. 

Dqvid will finish his first year at secondary 
school convinced that in "English" he is pretty 
useless as a writer. My worry is that, like so many 
other pupils, the “evidence” on which he and his 
teacher bases such a conviction, . is often at the 
very least questionable, and in some instances 
quite unfounded. Increasingly, however, the 
view of his or her capacities which the reacher 
reflects back to the child, will become self- 
fulfilling. 

Pat D'Arcy is an LEA English adviser. 
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last 10 years. English-speaking fiction for chil- 
dren, which became noticeable in the fifties, 
and spectacular in the sixties, has now become- 
-an academic industry as well. Seminars on 
children’s literature are hungrily at t tended;

The formidable bibliography 
which Fred IngUs .appends to his book The 
Promise of Happiness contains, among general 
literary criticism and psychology, at least 20 
works dealing specifically wiln literature as 
related to aspects of childhood; and l can. 
think of several more, such as Bruno Bet-" 
telheim’s The Uses of Enchantment, which he 
has not mentioned. 

One has to question the purpose of all this 
academic interest in children's literature. How 
did it ome about? And, the sixty-four- 
thousand-dollar question, is it any use to the 
primary cause of the whole Industry, the chil- 
dren themselves? Are learned studies of the 
good, the bad, fantasy, realism, nutty-but- 
mspired, virtuous-but-duil, actually going to 
help individual children find and read better 
books? Are they going to help children’s wri- 
ters to write better books? - 

Regretfully, one must conclude that the 
academic chlldren’s-Iit industry is of little use 
to the children themselves; it is simply a 
spin-off phenomenon, actuated by the growth 
of the juvenile book industry over the last 30 
years, as pop groups lead on the T-shirts, and 
central heating to double glazing. Children,

Never, never, never make an out- 
right sale of copyright. This Is the 
lesson that should be learnt from 
Sambo Sahib, the life of Helen Ban- 
nenhan who wrote and illustrated 
Link Black Sambo in India in 1899 
tor her two little daughters left in 
Etfntoudt. Another copy she 
' allowed a Wend, Mrs Bond, to take 
back to England to try on publishers 
bur, remembering advice she had 
heard in childhood from R.M Bal- 
lantyne, she abjured Mrs Bond not 
lo sell the copyright. 

But Mis Bond did sell the copyr- 
uht - for £5! The publisher Grant 
Rkbards offered that or nothing, 
and refused the six weeks needed to 
write to India and receive an answer. 
Mrs Bond, with unforgiveable 
foolishness, gave in to this blackmail, 
and, though Richards never got any 
more of Mrs Bannerman's books, 
the harm was done. Not only was 
this first book the most profitable, as 
Ballantyne had said first books 
usually were. The loss of copyright 
meant loss of control. Little Black 
Sambo could be and often was pub- 
lished with appalling illustrations - 
Elizabeth Hay reproduces several - 
which were 'of themselves racially 
offensive and gave appearance - of 
substance to the charge, first- raised 
in the 1930s, that Helen Bannerman 
ws a. writer of children's books 
winch fostered offensive stereotypes 
of-bbek people. 

wittily titled account of 
nelra Bannerman's life makes non- 
««$ of foe charge. Memsahibs have 
had, and, on the whole, justly, so 
a pres* recently that it is worth 
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Powell s biography has just reminded 
us. Helen Bannerman was another, 
and it may be relevant that both 
were Scotswomen. Hay has some 
shrewd comments on essential differ- 
ences between Scots and English in 
India. 

Helen and her doctor husband had 
been childhood friends in Edinburgh. 
His work in India was principally 
concerned with the conquest of 
bubonic. Both were religious, soci- 
able, philanthropic, cheerful and 
good - good parents and good 
friends, and the latter to Indians as 
well as to Scots and to English. 
Helen s illustrated letters home, 
some reproduced here, make that 
plain. 

Little Black Sambo, which inevit- 
ably set the pattern for subsequent 
books, was as innocent of ill will as 
a children's book can be. It was set 
in India because India was the Ban- 
nerman's home, the natural place to 
set a story for the children exiled in 
Scotland. That its hero was an Afri- 
can has and needs no reason; Mrs 
Bannerman’s books, as The Times of 
India said of Little Black Quasha, 
“never truckled with probability". 
The suggestion of some memory, 
conscious or unconscious, of the lit- 
tle blackamoor with the umbrella in 
Struwwelpeter is plausible; one of 
Helen's letters shows her own little 
boys dancing naked In the rain, near- 
ly as black, she saw, as great Agrip- 
pa's little boys. Hie suggestion that 
she presented blacks as especially 
greedy because Sambo ate so many 
pancakes is so nonsensical as to seem 
parody - except in today's climate of 


just such humourless nonsense taken 
senously. Hie only valid charge is 
that the name Sambo now has abu- 
sive connotations, like, say, Limey 
or fkey-Mo. This Helen Bannerman 
could not have known land nor, till I 
heard of it recently, did I). 

ni i, 1 p 72, L when one of lhe Hate- 
tsiacK-Sanibo campaigns was raging, 
the Daily Mail sensibly took the 
views of a sample of black children 
and found that they loved the book. 
No evidence wns ever adduced in 
any of these campaigns that Helen 
oannerman’s books make black chil- 
dren feel inferior or white children 
superior; a couple of the books were, 
by the way, about white children. The 
whole agitation is a type-example of 
insensitive do-gooding for unconsulted 
other people, and no less worrying 
when in ostensibly liberal causes than 
when m reactionary ones. 

Controversy apart, Elizabeth 
Hays book is a pleasant life of a 
nice woman, suitably published in 
Scotland where, were it not for the 


books 
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controversy, its interest would princi- 
pally lie. But no one with any sense, 
black or while or brown, can after 
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reading it make Helen Bannerman's 
books a fair excuse for campaigns 
which, in effect, only emphasize ra- 
cial differences. Hie real moral of 
Hay’s book, for people of all col- 
ours, is the one 1 started with: never, 
never, never make an outright sale of 
copyright.

Anyone, parents of exceptional 
children or not, will admire the stoic- 


ism of these women, their endurance 
and dedication. No one will be look- 
ing for a quarrel. 

Ann Purser, journalist wife and 
mother of a spastic daughter, .gives 
. us none. You and Your Handicapped 
Child covers the problems of adjust- 
ment to the news, contacting other 
similar parents, stnying in touch with 
the outside world, planning holidays, 
finding schools, adolescence and 
marriage sensibly and cheerfully. But 
its cosy style and capable optimism 
doB over deficiencies of the system. 
Facilities for handicapped adults are 
not merely “not . . . quite as good" 
as schools for the young, but either 
non-existent or a bed in a dormitory, 
understaffed, ill-equipped, neglected. 
The question of the future, once 
doting parents can no longer cope, is 
not “tricky" but unthinkable. 

The list of contact addresses, the 
insistence that the handicapped are 
social beings, recognition of extra 
family strain don't compensate for 
the limited viewpoint. This is a 
stable, well-organized individual who 
makes token references to non- 
middle class situations, but who talks 
of holidays as many must talk of 
trips to the park, and who is justly

ditions are degenerative. Faced with 
the enormous problem of handicap 
in the family, I would pay as much 
attention here as I would to an 
agony aunt, and feel, similarly, that 
the world was full of wiser, more 
selfless beings than me.

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The Resources for Learning Devop- 
ment Unit in Avon was setupln 1974 to 
investigate some of the claims made for 
resource-based learning formulated as 
a result of the Nuffield Resources for 
Learning project. In science, the work 
has resulted in the production of n large 
bank of resource material for 11 to 
I3-year-old pupils and the develop- 
ment of a system of classroom manage- 
ment for independent learning. 

All materials produced by RLDU 
are written by teachers in schools 
who work co-operatively with an 
editor who. co-ordinates the produc- 
tion. A professional graphic design 
team are used to develop materials 
which are visually attractive, educa- 
tionally effective and inexpensive. The 
editor works in collaboration with n 
group of teachers who determine areas 
in school science teaching where there 
is a need for new resource material. 
Following production for the 1 1-13 age 
range, the latest project is concentrat- 
ing on 14-16-year old pupils of low 
scientific attainment. This project 
called Science for the individual, draws 
heavily on the experience gained from 
. earlier work. 

The RLDU make a distinction' be- • 
tween information-carrying material; 
whether printed, tape, filmstrip, etc. 
(the resources), and the instructions

Science for the Individual aims to 
develop a large bank of resource 
material mainly in the form of 12-page 
A4 booklets containing background 
information, instructions for exper- 
imental work or both. Careful atten- 
tion has .been paid to layout, reading 
age and content and they are designed 
for maximum flexibilty of use. The 
booklets themselves, in contrast to 
most commercially published schemes, 
contain no questions or activities. 
These are supplied by the teacher 
according to their needs in the form of 
Instructions on the board or task-card. 

Teachers involved in the project 
report that commercially published 
schemes are rarely used in the way 
envisaged by the author or publisher. 
For this reason no attempt was made to 
produce n course , or even to define an 
objective for each booklet. 

Instead, teachers would be able to 
select booklets to make up their own 
courses and determine their own 
objectives througb the pupil-guidance 
material. For convenience, eight book- 
lets are grouped under a topic heading 
such as Body Maintenance. Man and 
the Environment, The Senses.

The long-established Scene series (run 
on a two-year-cycle and thus suitable 
for viewing by students in both their 
fourth andfiftn years) continues to be a 
challenging mix of documentaries and 
drama.

Both Lady Antonia 
Frazer and Richard Ollard are biog- 
raphers by trade; as a result they 
deal with issues of biography as a 
mode of historical explanation as 
they go along. The result Is less 
academic but perfectly scholarly and 
the student can expect to learn the 
odd snippet of new information and 
to get a general picture of the 
theories about Charles II. 

The debate is lively, and the use of 
common sources gives an illuminat- 
ing insight into the way in which dif- 
ferent writers can use the same 
information. Frazer and Ollard disag- 
ree, for example, about the extent of 
Charles* sexual licence in Paris, 
because one gives more credence to 
the reports of Thurloe’s spies. They 
disagree about Pepys’ comments on 
Charles. Generally, Mr Ollard finds 
Charles less endearing and less astute 
than Lady Antonia does. 

This tape exploits the adversary 1 
mode of argument and is, to my sur- 
prise, the more successful. However 
the subject is less ‘'important", both 
in exam terms, and In those wider 
areas of historical significance which 
exams reflect. Both are subjects that 
have aroused real passions and |t is 
in some respects unfortunate that 
they eschew vigorous con- 
troversy— Haigh says that new 
theories become current "not just 
because historians are nasty cantank- 
erous beasts who insist on arguing all 
the time, who try to claw their way 
to the top over the dead bodies of 
their predecessors"— yet argument 
does lend to some dxcftcment for the 
student.

the section on tools and equipment, 
and some of the illustrations do not 
clearly demonstrate the process for 
which they are intended; for ex- 
ample, the styles sketched to illus- 
trate darts all show gathers as well, 
which could be confusing. However, 
I would certainly recommend this 
book for classroom and for personal 
use. 

Creative Sewing on the other hand 
is disappointingly unhelpful, and not 
up to l he standard of Olive Pounds' 
other textbooks. Apparently aimed 
at secondary level pupils, (including 
boys for a welcome change), (he. 
style of writing and the methods of 
providing instruction are very incon- 
sistent and difficult to follow. Where 
sequenced stages are used, number- 
ing is frequently omitted making it 
difficult to refer text to the approp- 
riate diagram. In a section on 
"hand-sewn stitches”, examples of 
three groups of stitches arc muddled 
together with no explanation of 
where or why each should be used; 
the choice, of terms on fabrics and 
weaves Is very limited, with no men- 
tion of other forms of fabric con- 
struction; and surely, in an up-dated 
edition it is no longer appropriate to 
list the main Categories of sewing 
machine as “hand, treadle and elec- 
tric", without giving an explanation 
of the current terms "automatic” and 
" semi-automatic”. 

The two remaining books are 
about embroidery techniques arid 
would probably be appropriate fpr 
personal or library use rather than as 
classroom textbooks. . , 


Innovative Machine Quilting is 
written by an American designer 
who teaches in adult education. The 
book aims to show how a mechanical 
aid can be used for a traditional craft 
without compromising the artisans' 
values. As the author says in the 
Introduction, . . (the machine) has 
the same relationship to quilting that 
the electric oven has to baking of 
bread or that the typewriter has lu 
the writing of a book . . ” 

. Bearing in mind differences in 
American terminology, (he Informa- 
tion Is on the whole easy to under- ' 
stand and very comprehensive, The 
poor quality of the photographs used 
is unfortunate, as they do hot do jus- 
tice to the samples being .demon- 
strated; also, some of the diagrams 
may not be easy for a complete 
beginner to follow. However, this 
interesting book should provide a 
source of many practical ideas for 
teachers and amateur enthusiasts.

and full and/held back by ribbons/a 
bosomy fat-bummed/Lady of Lace”) 
There are poems about being owned 
by a cat: having a sister who’s 
“always in the loo”: and that 
moment when, to your secret 
anguish, you're in conflict with the 
adult world around you, and exis- 
tence is, suddenly bitterly dark. 

Kll Wright uses rather more art, 
travels ratner deeper, and is more

This is a glorious book. The most 
powerful poet in the country, and the 
artist with whom he has already 
worked so successfully both exult in 
the awesome strength, the’ capacity 
to survive and the sheer quiddity of 
the -animals and birds they portray in 
this Northern bestiary. And their pub- ' 
lisher has risen to the occasion by 
lavishing care on every aspect of the 
book's design and production. 

' Many admirers of Ted Hughes, 
alarmed by his recent poetry, will 
point to Under the North Star as 
further evidence (after Season Songs ) . 
that in the last decade his finest 
work has been for children. Hushes’ 
first masterstroke is to have confined 
himself lo animals and birds living 
within the Arctic Circle, amongst- 
them the wolverine, the snow-shoe 
hare, the heron , brooktrout and 


osprey, the skunk and the grizzly 
bear. In so dome, he has both. en- 
sured that the book is no mere 
assembly but a genuinely interdepen- 
dent collection of hairy shamblers 
land steely predators, and he has 
played back to the concerns that 
|infonn so - much of his best work - 
ithe matter of violence and endur- 
ance. 

Under the North Star and the 
"flowers of ihe Northern Lights” , 
Hughes shows how animals ana birds 

K off one another and how they 
adapted ;to their hostile en- 
vironment. Again and again he and 
Baskin (using' water-colour with 
great force ana great grace) conjure 
up images of cold:. snow, , icy water, 
glassy mountains, brittle : forests, 
luminous light, immense sijence, the 
almost endless pale blue -beyond;. 
One brill&nt shorfpoem, ’An Even- 
ing Seal', .reads in its entirely:

Those animals and birds that do 
survive are superbly tempered by 
their environment and at times 
Hughes presents them as extensions 
of it. The snowy owl. for instance, is 
H a big-eyed blizzard stamling/On feet 
of black iron” and the arctic fox has 
"jaws flimsy ns ice”. Hughes' lan- 
guage is exceedingly astringent and, 
m its leaning towards words of Old 
English derivation and alliteration, 
plain and strong, but the mood 
changes from poem to poem, by 
turns lyrical, playful, savage, nostal- 
gic, wondering, and even touchingly 
ninny, like the goofy moose "with 
massive bony thoughts sticking out 
near his ears":

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Outside Over There, Maurice Sen- 
dak’s new picture book (Bodley 
Head £5.95) is likely to cause more 
critical stirrings than anything that 
has yet come from his hand. It has 
been in the making a lone time ■— 
since 1974. Sendak himself considers 
it his best and most important work; 
no other, he states, “has given me 
this inner peace and happiness". 
Well, it is exceptionally beautiful; 
Sendak is a master and no mistake. 
What’s it about, though? “When

When the evil Shadrolh. the spirit of 
destruction, rises to threaten the 
Clan, the wise old man Nator asks 
Hasm it occurred to you that he 
may well be the image of your own 
violent desires. Kulok? Or at least a 
visible reflection of the cruelly and 
violence within all of us?" 

Kelleher's confusion here of a 
symbol's representation and its 
meaning undercuts his intention; yet 
the book has its own momentum, 
and the story of Tol's journey to dis- 
cover the truth behind the Clan's 
misfortunes nnd so depose Kulok is | 
vividly related. The plot is derivative, 
and the setting has that easy vague- 
ness which mars much fantasy writ- 
ing (given their supposed social 
structure, how does the Clan have a 
word for servant, or even understand 
the concept?), but Tal’s long combatl, 
witli his grotesque enemy undeniably 
grips. 

Alison Fell's short, elegant first 
no'^l The Grey Dancer is concen- 
trated, intense, poetic. Set in the 
Highlands, its supernatural overtones 
ana echoes of the Clearances only 
serve to sharpen the 1950s setting, 
and put the story of the drowning of 
a village in a dam disaster in the 


Lese-Majeste? 
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A manual for beginning children’s 
writera might well include the advice 
Dont fool around with major 
legend , to which could be added, 
“especially Arthurian". The pitfalls 
are huge, and have been fallen into 
again and again. You can hardly hope 
to avoid anticlimax, irivializatlon of 
the material, and lack of credibility; 
and your efforts are likely to seem 
weak and ephemeral in contrast with 
the power and durability of the ori- 
ginal. 

Joan Aiken is no beginner, and 
there would be no point in warning 
her not to fool around with anything. 
She is a consummate . fooler-aroiind 
and getter-away-with-U. But does 
even Miss Aiken get away with re- 
viving King Arthur in her new novel 
The Stolen Lake ? I'm not sure that 
she does. If you bring King Arthur 
to life, you not only nave to make 
him sufficiently kingly; you have to 
provide him with a task and triumph 
of sufficient magnitude. Miss Aiken's 
Arthur is (understandably) .depressed 
to find a fat, sinister, 1.300-year-old 
Guinevere waiting for hini; he man- 
ages to reject her as a “selfish, wick- 


ed woman”, to capture the city of 
Bath Regis without a battle and to 
organize its defences against a volca- 
nic eruption; but even so, he doesn't 
really match up to the splendour of his 
reputation. 

It would be unfair however to con- 
centrate solely an the Arthurian ele- 
ment of The Stolen Lake. This is a 
novel with a vast amount of assorted 
content. It's an addition to Lhe 
shamelessly unhistorical sequence 
which began with The Wolves of Wil- 
loughby Chase, set at a time when 
King James III is on the throne of 
England and Hanoverians are plot- 
ting on behalf of Bonnie Prince 
Georgie. Its heroine is the resourceful 
Cockney waif Dido Twite, and the 
action takes place mainly in New 
Cumbria. 

New Cumbria is high in the 
. Andes. It was founded In 577 A.D., 
when Romans and Britons fleeing 
from the invading Saxons set sail 
across the Atlantic and arrived in 
what is now Roman America., 
Peasants there speak Latin. New 
• Cumbria is Britain's oldest ally, add 
when its Queen seeks help in re- 
' covering Lake Arian rod, stolen from 
- her -by King Mabon of neighbouring 
Lyonesse, the mission is entrusted to 
Hughes of H.M.S. Thrush, 


who wisely takes Dido with, him. 

The action comes so thick and fast 
(hat a plot summary would take 
nearly as milch space as the book 
itself. It involves the abducted Prin- 
cess Elen, the jongleur and sooth- 
sayer Bran, the huge hairy tusked 
birds called Aurocs, and a succession 
of cats carrying snippets from Dr 
Johnson's dictionary, as well as 
Arthur, Guinevere, the sword Cali- 
bum (or Excalibur), the Thirteen 
Treasures of Britain, and the thir- 


teen great volcanoes A mirage and 
Arrabe, Ertayne and Elamye, 
Arryke, Damask, Damyake. Pounce, 
Pampoyle, Gare&se, Caley, Calabe 
and Cate londe.) On any page on which 
Dido is not rescuing somebody, it’s a 
fair bet that she's being rescued. 

Audacity and invention are Joan 
Aiken's stock s-in-irade, and she has 
unlimited supplies of both. The 
Stolen Lake is as wild and whirling a 
story as its predecessors, and if one 
feels a little less of the former 


breathless delight it may he merely 
because one is no longer astonished 
by anything Miss Aiken thinks up. 
Or perhaps, for me, it’s the lise-maiesti 
involved in projecting, poor King 
Arthur into nil this schemozzle.

Valerie Alderson discovers some unexpected elements in a popular children’s book illustrator

Paris. While Ungerer* s children's 
books have enjoyed a sustained, if 
modest, success here, his bitingly 
satirical cartoons foT adults have 
gone virtually unacknowledged, 
along with his posters, paintings and 
sculptures. All these art forms are 
included in the exhibition which 
includes some 430 items out of more 
than 3,000 given to the town of 
Strasbourg by Ungerer in 1979. 

Ungerer was born in (hat town In 
1931, but following the death of his 
father in 1935, the family moved to 
Logelbach near Colmar, remaining 
there throughout the war. Four years 
of Nazi indoctrination, the inevitable 
sights of the prison, camp opposite 
and the harsh realities of the three- 
month battle , far the Colmar 
bridgehead nil contributed to 
Ungerer's emotional confusion, and 
it is not surprising that he left school 
labelled as "perverse and subversive" 
— . terms which .might still be., 
attached to much of his work today. ' 
After a brief spell in the Foreign 
Legion, at art school and as a window 
dresser, Ungerer sailed for the States 
in 1956 ana the fallowing year his 
first book. The Mel lops go Flying , 
was published there for children.

Taken up by various magazines and 
advertising agencies, he rapidly 
gained a high reputation ns a graphic 


artist while continuing to write and 
illustrate children's books. 

These early stories seem fairly 
unremarkable beside the later picture 
books, although there were already 
elements of the acid cortooncry 
which prompted n reviewer of the 


AUumette that “All that counts is the 
•good that comes out of it". 

There are original illustrations .For 
many of the children's books in the 
first pan of the exhibition which also 
has two rooms set aside, one in 
which children may watch the film 
strips of The Three Robbers, The 
Beast of Monsieur Racine and 
Moonman, the other, furnished with 
carpet, cushions and books for read- 
ing. The presence' of these books 
makes it possible to confirm the sus- 
picion that a great deal of quality is 
lost between Ungerer’s originals and 
the printed page. The crudity of line 
and colour In, say,. The Sorcerers 
Apprentice or the Story Book is a 
travesty of the artist's work, hi least 


in the English editions. Even the 
Great Song Book, a more faithful 
rendering, fails to do justice to the 
finer points of derail and depth of 
colour. 

By far the larger part of the exhib- 
ition is, however, devoted to the car- 
toon collections and posters for 
adults which have made little or no 
impression on the English market. 
They cast an interesting light on the 
children's books as one facet of 
Ungerer’s whole oeuvre, They are 
indeed "malicious", “The Party" and 
"America", for example, are pene- 
trating indictments of transatlantic 
society: stereotypes caricatured into 
real, living nightmares exposed in all 
their shallow viciousness and greed. 
Ip Polltrlcs (Ztfrich, 1979) he is 
again on the attack: a large poster 
entitled “Kiss for Peace" shows a 
marine forcing his naked, emaciated 
prisoner to lick the arse of the, bend- 
ing statue of liberty, tastefully draped 
in the star spangled banner; "Give" 
shows bombs falling along with 
gift-wrapped parcels. 

In 1970, Ungerer married and left 
the States for mat Canada, and then, 
in, 1976, Ireland. To this period 
belongs the- "Slow-Agony" senes of 
paintings, os yet unpublished. These 
depict tne lost land of seaboard Nova 
Scotia: abandoned cars; broken 
down shacks; resignation in the 
seamed face of "Ow man Cotter". 
There is a grey cast ovei these pic- 
tures with tnelr soft blues, pinks and 
mustards which encapsulates the neg- 
jected atmosphere of the region. This 
is a gentler, more contemplative side 
of Ungerer’s art which reaches its 
climax in the pencil drawings of his 
family. Sketches like "Yvonne 
enciente", and “Lukas asleep" reveal- 
ing all the innocent vulnerability of 
the young. It is hard to reconcile 


these delicate, emotional interpreta- 
tions with the merciless aggression of 
the satires, the sexual violonce of the 
pornography (here “ interdit des 
enfants" in a small gallery fortuity 
ously decorated in crimson velour). 

But, returning to the children's 
■books, the clues are there to he fol- 
lowed: the undercurrent of violence; 
the hidden social criticism; the con- 
cern for the underpriviledged, espe- 
cially children. Is this perhaps a leg- 
acy of the wartime experiences? Cer- 
tainly there are shadows of liberated 
Europe in Allutnette and The Three 
Robbers for those who remember the 
pathetic lines of starving refugees. 
Even in such lighthearted romps as 
The Hat, or Moonman (a book which

This is b 
book of stories simple and profound; 
it is well-inlegrated, finely judged in 
its mesh of the familiar and unfamil- 
iar, and brief withal (only 144 
paces). 1 strongly recommend it. * 
ft is difficult to explain why certain 
works of classical stature and vast 
influence get overlooked and then 
rediscovered. That marvellous 
twelfth-century poem by Rustaveli, 
The Knight in Panthers Skin , for 
etfamplp, an eptc-cum-rornatice that 
is still part of every bride's dowry in 
Georgia, was only recently retrans- 
lated for the first time in 70 years.

comes in the form of stories- within- 
stories; they are the tales that the 
clever jackals Kalita and Dimna tell 
to the lion, the king of the animals, a 
necklace of fables illustrating human 
strengths, follies and foibles. “Please 
remember," says Bidpai, “that here 
we arc dealing with a type of 
medicine, and not a sweetmeat for 
your delectation.' 

Ramsay Wood has cast his selec- 
tion (dressed out with a long intro- 
duction by Doris Lessing) in .the 
form of a novel. Relishing the initial 
skirmishing between the sage and the 
king, he lakes a Ions time to get 
things underway. Ana his prose is 
often sophisticated ("Your 
megalomania appears to be 
approaching clinical proportions.") 
These factors militate against a chil- 
dren’s audience for Kalita and Dim- 
na , and this is a pity, for the fables 
themselves are vivid and rapid and 
often witty. 

Jackals are at the forefront again 
in William Radice’s translation of 
Tuntunir Bai by - Upendrakishore 
Raychaudhuri (1863-1915), the 
grandfather of the film director 
Satyajit Ray. In these brief, zestful, 
humorous and disarmingly simple 
tales based on .Bengali folk sources, 
the principal protagonists are the 
wily tailor-bird, the stupid tiger and 
his nephew, the cunning jackal. They 
are surrounded by a colourful ana 
partly unfamiliar cast, a world of 
spiked catfish and mynah birds, fish- 
ing eagles and brain-fever birds, 
• elephants, monkeys, frogs. All praise 
to william Radice for his lightness of 
touch in preserving that mixture of 
magic and malter-of-factness and 
that economy so fundamental to the 
folk tradition, and a namaste to Wil- 
liam Rushton for his sly and witty 
illustrations, often suggestive of 
Indian miniatures.

stories that are by turns fantastic

Nicholas Tucker is so steeped in chil- 
dren’s books that his writing is a 
pleasurable plum pudding of allusion 
and illustration.- This "psychological 
and literary exploration” was once to. 
have been called Books and (he Child ' 
and in the Anal version the emphasis 
varies. The early chapters, on books 
for under sevens, concentrate on (he 
child. Die children are his own, those 
observed . by educational and 
developmental psychologists and the 
one that lie, like • Frances Hodgson 
Burnett, "knew best of nil.” Indeed, it 
is Nicholas Tucker's own ability to 
recapture the child's response in him- 
self (hut helps to make this book so- 
absorbing. 

But mostly he is writing about the 
Plage tian “Child", a model of de- 
velopmental progress in intellect and 
emotions distilled from minute 
enquiiy and observation of the real 
thing. Such u model can be very help- 
ful, though it is not always clem when 
it is being drawn on rather than some 
vaguer more ad hoc abstraction, such 
as “younger children”. 

It is also not dear at what points 
the developmental model, even allow- 
ing for plateaux and deliberate regres- 
sions, intersects with an intellectual 
hierarchy. Litter on in the book, 
Nicholas Tucker says of William 
Maync that "fur bright children . . . 
more complex fiction of this sort can 
be very stimulating". Does "develop- 
ment” stop nt dilTer-points on the 
same scale for different children? And ^

.Still, Nicholas Tucker does not 
. overtly raise those questions, so back ' 
to . the .under^evtns. This part of the 


book offers such tantalising glimpses 
of popular contemporary picture- 
books that I feel parents would want 
to supplement it with Dorothy 
Butler's Babies Need Books (Bodley 
Head 1980), which provides very 
solid booklists for-each year up to six. 

The section on nursery rhymes, one 
of Nicholas Tucker's great fortes, 
needs ho such buttressing. “No other 
kind of literature can rival this span 
or subject and treatment", he main- 
tains, after a virtuoso demonstration 
of how they offer games, rhythm, 
death, sex, cause and effect narrative 
and everything else that makes them 
'The best collection of poetry for the 
young ever to get into print.” 

In the latter part of his exploration, 
the hook begins to clamour for domi- 
nance over the child, though the 
books considered are not the most 
recent or outstanding. Nicholas 
Tucker Also says that school stories 
Hie a popular form of the past, ignor- 
ing the great late seventies revival 
through Gene Kemp, Bernard Ash- 
ley, Robert Lee son and others. But 
the biggest surprise is his neat re- 
appraisal of Enid Blyton, as a child- 
centred educationist who skilfully 
gave her readers the first long stories 
they could manage on their own. The 
pleasure she gives, he argues, is 
analogous to what an adult might find 
in Ian Fleming. This near- 
rehabilitalion of Blyton Is worth read- 
ing by anyone involved with children's 
reading. 

But is it really sufficient, even for 
an avowed "moderate", to say of the 
Noddy books that “(he Golliwog is 
always naughty” and leave it at that? 
Nicholas Tucker is sensitively liberal 
about some forms of. ethnic stereotyp- 

semitlsm as a safe case iri point. 
No-one will disagree with the with- 
drawal of Nazi books idenlizing Hitler 
or nursery rhymes that vilify Jews as 
cheats and murderers. Censorship also 
finds support when it restricts the_sad- 
ism ipf horror comics, as in the 1950s, 


and mild regret when it dilutes the 
warm eroticism of some nursery! 
rhymes and folk- tales into more tepid! 
social generalities. 

But it is saddening to read that, 
Hugh Lofting was “mildly progres- 
sive" in his social views or thatl 
“almost any story can be found offen-| 
sive by someone.” It is surely only 
necessary to argue for the freedom of 
writers to picture what society they 
please, vyhen that freedom has 
demonstrably been threatened. In the 
chapter on ll-14s, Nicholas Tucker 
does allow (hat liieroiure may plant 
"new prejudices''; even though the 
example from his own childhood 
reading is hard to credit. {How could 
he have thought that the French 
Revolution was a matter of noble 
aristocrats being killed by an unprin- 
cipled mob after reading A Tale of 
Two Cities ?) 

But he has struck a real gusher 
when he talks about the decline of 
the villain in children's books and the 
corresponding demise of the hero. 
Stereotyping, often in its most 
unpleasantly chauvinistic forms, may 
have been essential to the creation of 
the suitably hissable villain. Wipe him 
out and you also lose any justification 
for an infallible hero through whom 
God defends the right. Mediators of 
stories for children can solve it by tak- 
ing them back into myth and legend 
where frost-giants or fire-drakes are 
the uncon (roversial enemies. But the 
writers of children’s books have got to 
tnckle this one themselves, just as 
writers of adult novels, in all but the 
most formulaic genres, already over- 
rich In Holden Caulfieids, has yet to 
produce its Leopold Bloom. 

This exploration of Nicholas 
.ligh^W .and partially 
charted fegfoif, from wtiteh 'he 'brings 
back many wonders as well as the 
odd white elephant.
